Flowers Strewn Alike Over 
Graves of Rich and Poor, 
Young and Old. 

A DELIO^UL DAT. 

Last Tuesday was the day set ap.rt 
by the nation and State for decorating 
the graves of soldiers of the Union, 
who died in the service. In connection 
with this, by the request of the offi- 
cials of Machpelah Cemetery, all per- 
were directed to decorate the 
graves of their dead. In consequence, 
from early morning until late in the 
afternoon, there was one continued 
line of vehicles going too and from 
the cemetery. Were we called upon 
to approximate the value of the flow- 
ers given in memory of the dead, we 
would place it among the thousands. 
But few graves were neglected. Some 
mien whose home the death 
reaper had not entered, gathered 
flowers and laid them on unknown 
mounds. It was a sweet expression 
and for it there is a reward. Those 
living far away, and whose dear ones 
were buried here were not forgotten 
the old man, the young woman, and 
the tiny babe wbo rested there, were 
alike remembered. The entire ceme- 
tery was a floral beauty, and many 
were the happy recollections to those 
thus remembering their dead. 

Sixteen Minutes' Shoes. 
When one looks back a hundred 
years and thinks of the days of te- 
dious traveling it took to make the 
journey from Boston to New York, 
and then calls to mind the magnificent 
iw compound locomotives which are 
pable of drawing a train of cars at 
e rate of between 75 and 100 miles 
ir hour, he is struck by the wonder- 
ful progress which has been made in 
mechanical science during the current 
century. Yet as great as has been the 
change in our modes of locomotion it 
has been no greater than that which 
has occurred in other fields. For in- 
stance, it was but comparatively a few 
years ago when Henry Wilson, after- 
wards Vice President of the United 
States, was laboring at the Bhoe bench 
spending hours, and probably a day 
or more, as did all his fellow workmen 
throughout the world, in making a 
single pair of shoes; now machines for 
doing this work have been so highly 
developed that last week a pair of 
shoes was actually made in Lynn, from 
beginning to end, including the sewing 
on of the buttons and the packing of 
the pair in a box, in tho almost incre- 
dibly short time of less than 16 minu- 
tes. The compound locomotive and 
the 16 minutes' shoes are not excep- 
tions of what has been accomplished 
throughout the entire list of mechan- 
ical industries. — Manufacturers' Ga- 
zette. 



The roosts should not be high, espe- 
cially if the birds are large and heavy. 
By observing hens when they go on 
the roost at night, it will be noticed 
that when the roost is high, it is with 
difficulty that some of them reach it 
and secure positions. Before all the 
members of the flock get settled there 
will be several falls from the perch, 
due to the general scramble for favor- 
ite places, and when leaving the roost 
in the morning the heavy birds come 
to the floor with more force than is 
beneficial, the result being leg difficul- 
ties and sometimes internal injuries.

v All the preliminary steps looking 
forward to the opening of Sycamore 
Street to Winn Street, will be taken 
at the Council meeting to-night ; t 

tended to. Wo refer to the street 
- long talked ot, to be opened from 
Queen Street, between N. H. Trim- 
ble's and Col. Thomas Johnson's, 
crossing Maysville Street, thence con- 
tinuing westward, crossing the Syca- 
more; extensiou, Bigstaff addition, and 
thence with the same bearings to, the 
city limits, at the East boundry of the 
Axchange Bank property. Queen 
Street should alBO be extended to the 
Iliukston pike. The present necessity 
for the extension of those streets and 
opening up of new buiiding territory, 
in addition to the present demand for 
residence property, would be a sav- 
ing to the city. Had this been atten- 
^ -ded to twenty years ago, even less 
time, property owners would have 
been glad to have given the streets 
but as it now is, lands are increasing 
in value with each passing year, 
if this work is not done now it will 
eventually cost the city a large amount 
4f money. There is opposition now, 
^ut it will be more stubborn ; and the 
-only thing required to open these 
streets is nerve on the part of our 
Uouncilmen. It was wise in them to 
accept Mr. Bi^stafFs proposition, and

> fight-a-way would have been obvia- 
^ ted and the city would have been 
built up along these lines with capital 
that has been expended iu neighbor- 
ing towns.

to Mature K«rl>. 

In selecting seed potatoes for an early 
crop we do not trust enough to the pota- 
toes that naturally mature early, says 
a writer in The American Cultivator. 
He says good preparation of the soil 
and good after cnltivation are not snfll- 
cient to produce an early crop. The 
Early Rose received Its name because of 
its quickness of growing, and a crop 
should be realised in from 53 to 68 days. 
This potato still stands well for an early 
crop, although it does not have the 
widespread popularity it once had. 

The authority quoted says: "For a po- 
tato that can be planted in the soil very 
early In the season, and that will ripen 
early and yield a good crop, there is 
none that surpass the Early Ohio. This 
potato has an abundance of good quali- 
ties, and Its earlineas of maturity is not 
the least The potatoes are large and 
uniform, tad a hill pulled up from 45 to 
65 days after planting will present a 
pleasing sight. In selecting these seeds, 
however, it is quite essential that there 
should be no feeble eyes. When pota- 
toes are planted for an early crop, the 
soil is generally cold and damp, and the 
tendency is for the seed to rot before it 
•prouts. This will generally bo the case 
unless each piece has strong eyes that 
are vigorous and full of life. 

"Do not plant too early, especially 
when the soil is thick and heavy. No 
seed can grow much in cold, wet, clam- 
my Boil. The seed potato put in such 
soil will simply remain dormant for a 
number of dayB and have the vitality 
impaired by the uncongenial 



ings. They do not get a good start, and 
the potatoes are more apt to be small 
and half developed. There is no set time 
for planting early crops, for too much 
depends upon the soil and the season. 

"When the potatoes are planted earl 
they need plenty of barnyard manure _ 
the soil, manure that is well rotted. 
This is heating to the soil, and it is much 
better early k the season than any arti- 
ficial fertilizer."

The Succession is about one week later 
than the Early Summer, but is nearly 
double its size and true to its type under 
all conditions. It is regarded as a safe 
variety for the amateur to plant, I 
does well at all seasons. Whether plant- 
ed for medium early, main crop or " ' 

se, one is sure of getting a crop. 

Spring Care of Bees. 

The bees should be looked after the 
first warm days that come. Open the 
hives and see that they have food enough 
to last until they can gather honey. 
Bees that have gone so far through the 
winter are worth some trouble and some 
expense to carry them through. The 
American Cultivator says that liquid 
honey with sugar enough stirred into it 
to make a stiff candy makes good bee 
food, but pure sugar and water is better 
than nothing. While the hives are open 
look for signs of the bee moth and see if 
any colonies are ao reduced that it would 
be well to destroy one of the queens and 
double them up. When they are heard 
humming inside the hive or when they 
are seen bringing out dead bees, they 
should be looked after. 

Have the new hives with top boxes 
and frames all ready before other spring 
work takes up the time. Whether they 
are allowed to swarm naturally or are 
divided artificially, it is well to be ready 
for them in good season. If there are 
any old hives that are good, have them 
well cleaned. If there is empty comb 
on hand, see that it is in good condition, 
and if there h> not enough get sheets of 
foundation enough to fill the frames in 
the new hives and to replace that in the 
boxes on the old hives. 



Onions grown to commercial size in 
the usual way, if set out the next spring, 
aoon enlarge to size fit for table. The 
difference between the two is chiefly 
caused by different cnltivation. In the 
one case the onion, under favorable con- 
ditions, matures from the seed the first 
season; in the dwarfed condition it re- 
quires a second season for full maturity.

present more than ordinary attention. 
Yi i there are comparatively few peo- 
ple excepting those residing on the 
border, or that have travelled through 
the territory, who know anything about 
this great and much 
It is my purpose in this 
lighten the numerous readers of your 
excellent paper, to some extent, upon 
this subject and give them such infor- 
mation as has come under my obser- 
vation. The principal topic of dis- 
cussion at all times and places since I 
crossed the Mississippi has been, 
"When will the Cherokee Strip be 
opened for settlement?" and the 
answer to this question is no nearer a 
solution now than it was three months 
a«o, and the date of opening the strip 
which contains more than 6,000,000 
acres of some of the finest land on the 
American continent, is. as yet, uncer- 
tain. The territory has yet to be laid 
off into counties, county seats estab- 
lished therein, and there are 70 allot- 
ments of homesteads to be made to 
the origiual Indian settlers and con- 
firmed by the Cherokee Council, and 
as there are over 200 claimants among 
the Indians for these claims, it com- 
plicates matters very much and the 
President cannot issue his proclama- 
tion until the conflicting interests of 
these claimants are adjudicated and 
confirmed. 

The department seems to be rushing 
matters as fast as possible, and the 
Secretary ot the Interior thinks the 
land may be opened by the 15th of 
September. In selecting claims per- 
sons will be governed by tli

/ Oklahoma Territory as orgauized by 
,•' Congress includes all the Indian Ter- 
ritory except the five civilized nations 
(Cherokees, Seminoles, Creeks, Choc- 
taws and Chickasaws), and a few 
small tribes in the Northeastern part 
of the Territory, making the area of 
the Territory 23,0O0,0O0,acres less than 
ouc-half ot which has been opened to 
ttlement, leaving over 12,000,000 yet 
o be settled. In this Territory the 
Government, by treaty stipulation, has 
already secured the reservations of 
the Pawnees, Tankawas, Kickapoos, 
Kiowas, Comanches and Wieliitas, 
and the Commissioners are now treat- 
ing with the Poncas, Otoes, Missouri*, 
KawH and Osages, and their lands 
are bound to follow in the near future, 
When this is aecomplisued Commiss- 
ioners will be sent to treat with the 
five civilized tribes for their lauds. 
It is only a question of time, and that 
time not very far distant, when not 
only Oklahoma, but the whole of the 
Indian Territory, will become settled 
and form one of the grandest States in 
the American Union, and larger than 
any of the States, except Texas or 
California.

The Choctaw government is similar 
to that of the Cherokees, except those 
convicted of murder are shot by 
Sheriff ;of the county where the crime 
was committed. For all other crimes 
the criminal is whipped from 10 to 
100 lashes on the bare back, at the 
whipping post, according the magni- 
tude of tho crime. 

The Chickasaws also use the whip- 
ping post, but murderers are hanged 
the same as in the Cherokee nation. 

TheChoctaws and Chickasaws both 
have educational institutions, about 
equal to the Cherokees. During the 
past year the Choctaws have er< 
three magnificent college buildings in 
different parts of the nation. The 
Semlnoles have recently erected an 
orphan school at a cost of $80,000. 

In the Creek nation there are many 
institutions of learning that would be 
an honor to any of the States, some of 
which were established by mission- 
aries many years ago, and are under 
the control of the Baptists and Pres- 
byterians, and in nearly every town 
and neighborhood in the Territory 
good schools can be found. 

About one-eighth of the western 
part of the Cherokee strip will be sold 
to actual settlers at $2.50 per acre, one 
third, inclnding th< middle portion, 
at $1.60 per acre, and the balance at 
$1.00 per acre, with interest at 4 per 
cent, until paid. All kinds of fruits 
grow as well here as in Southern 
California, and the Territory is 
stock raiser's paradise. 

Oklahoma has better crops of every 
description than I have seen since I 
left home. The farmers are in the 
midst of wheat harvest and corn 
waist high, and plenty of the finest 
fruit and a bountiful supply of vege- 
tables. There has been no want of 
rain at any time during the season.
